Alice Sutherland was born in Nia- 


gara county, New York, on April 26, 
1848, the Daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
David Sutherland. When a girl she 
accompanied her parents to Lisbon, 
Kendall county, Illinois, whore she 
grew to young womanhood. June 27, 
1866, she was united in marriage to 
James B. Raymond, a young man 
who had fought in the Union ranks 
thruout the Civil war. 


Four years later, in 1870, Mr. and 


Mrs. Raymond and their little son 
went to southwestern Kansas, choos- 
ing to cast their lot with the pioneers 
in Republic county. They knowingly 
entered upon a life of hardships, for 
the previous year the hostile Sioux 
and Pawnees had massacred eleven 
of the settlers, and just before their 
arrival had raided the settlement and 
stolen all the horses.

by Farm Advisor M. B. Rounds. 


Those on the program were H. H. 


Wilcomb, deputy horticultural com- 
missioner, and K. S. Woglum, ento- 
mologist for the Fruit Growers' Ex- 
change. Mr. Wilcomb stated that or- 
chards are in very fair shape this 
year, based on the results of the in- 
spections of their department. 


Mr. Woglum recommends in the 


case of black scale control, that 
whore fumigation will kill the bug, 
that method should be used. 
Hi- 


states that several of the oil sprays 
that have been used during the past 
season were very satisfactory, espec- 
ially in the resistant scale area, and 
that in the case of a heavy infesta- 
tion, fumigation and a light fall 
spray is the best. 


He also states that the last year's 


pest control program was quite satis- 
factory, based on the results of the 
study of their departments during 
the past week.

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Prohibition—To Be or Not To Be— 


Bluntly and flatly, there is a question facing the nation 


that, like the question of slavery, cannot be settled by being 
ignored. It will not disappear or dissolve thru the rest cure. 
It cannot be overwhelmed by feverish activity in other direc- 
tions. It cannot be declared a minor issue, and thus make 
of it in fact a minor issue. That question is prohibition. 


It is our belief that the Republican platform has met the 


question with a sturdier front than has the opposing party. 
The Republican party has spoken forthright words for the 
perpetuation of prohibition, and for an increasing power be- 
hind its enforcement. The Republican candidate. Mr. Hoover, 
has made a frank statement of his personal stand, which is 
to the effect that prohibition is here to stay, and that every 
agency of the government should be bent toward enforcing 
it. The Democratic platform declares for energetic enforce- 
ment of the Volstead act. but its presidential candidate, Mr. 
Smith, has declared for modification, as has also his person- 
ally-chosen national chairman. John J. Raskob. 


Mr. Raskob. the Democratic national chairman, says: 


"/ sec an opportunity of performing some construc- 


ih'C service, by helping relieve the country 
of

damnable affliction 
of prohibition. Governor Smith 


has taken a courageous stand on that 
important 


question, and I accepted the chance to help him." 


The above statement, coupled with Governor Smith's oft- 


repeated statement in favor of modification, constitutes the 
major issue in the national campaign of 1928. If national 
political leadership does not accept this fact, it will have 
little effect on the result. The people are going to the polls 
this fall to vote dry or wet. This question transcends all 
others. 


It remains to be seen whether the whole country, farm 


and fireside, country village and metropolis, cross-roads cor- 
ner and tenement districts, will declare that prohibition is 
an ••affliction." or whether they will measure its benefits in 
excess of its undeniable moral and legal complications. 


Raskob. who, besides being Democratic national chair- 


man, is president of the great General Motors corporation, 
has decided that the enormous stream of motor cars distri- 
buted by his company will continue to flow out if liquor with 
intoxicating content is legalized again. He has decided that 
a return to the open and legal buying of liquor will not result 
in an increase of drunken drivers, who itre the potential and " 
actual "motor murderers" of this age. He has decided that 
when men and women may buy intoxicating liquor freely 
everywhere in America, the buying power of the American 
wage earner will still be directed toward the purchase of 
Raskob's motor cars, instead of being left in whole or in part 
on the counter of the liquor seller. Mr. Raskob invites the 
saloon-keeper to enter into competition with the General 
Motors corporation. 


Mr. Ford, on the other hand, thinks Mr. Raskob's idea 


a fallacy. Mr. Ford sells Fords in every city and hamlet in 
the world. He is of the opinion that money denied to the 
saloon-keeper has been, and is now directed into the purchase 
of Ford automobiles, as well as shoes for all the family, and 
rump roasts instead of knuckle stews, if any. 


Is prohibition an issue? Chairman Work of the Republi- 


can party takes the ground that prohibition has been settled; 
that we need not thresh over old straw. Chairman Raskob 
of the Democratic party and his candidate. Governor Smith, 
say that it is an •'affliction." and that the people, by their 
votes this fall, will register a referendum for or against it.

The ability of the Republican party to create and perpet- 


uate prosperity is well known and historical in this country. 
The failure of the Democratic party to create and direct 
prosperity is also well known and historical. That's why 
prosperity under Republican administration is more of a 
demonstrated fact than it is an issue.

And the referendum will be met coura- 
geously, as the American people have met every great issue 
when the crisis comes.

It is not the object of this committee to take any steps to- 
ward a bond i-sue. but to make a report to be passed on. when 
certain recommendations will be made. The city and county 
are both interested in this important subject.

matter. California is the playground of the world, and Los 
Angeles county is the cream of this playground. Yet. Los 
Angeles city and vicinity has a smaller aggregate area devot- 
ed to parks and playground purposes of any large city in the 
Cnited States. This is a condition that should be remedied, 
and will be remedied if the public takes sufficient interest, 
and backs up the surveys and plans that will be reported by 
those composing the committee. 


The Developers— 


Puente Journal: Residents of the San Gabriel valley are 


probably not fully appreciative of the excellent work that is 
being undertaken, and accomplished, by the San Gabriel 
\ralley Development association. Comprising this association 
are representatives of every locality extending from Pomona 
to Pasadena, taking in the foothill towns, over to San Gab- 
riel and Rosemead, including El Monte, Puente, Baldwin 
Park and Covina. Once each month representatives of these 
communities sit around the council table and discuss matters, 
not alone of interest to their individual communities, but to 
the composite membership of the association. It has been 
demonstrated that projects of interest to Pomona and Pasa- 
dena are likewise worthy of commendation by the people 
of Puente and Covina. 


It is a revelation to sit in one of these meetings, and it is 


an inspiration to be able to meet with these "developers" 
from month to month, absorb the spirit back of the develop- 
ment of projects which are being urged by the association. 


Patterned after the influential East Side organization, 


the San Gabriel Valley Development association is not mere- 
ly another organization, where the members go to eat. tell 
stories and smoke over emptied coffee cups. It is not the only 
development agency in which the respective communities are 
interested, but it is the association which cements the inter- 
ests of the twenty-odd communities into one project, the size 
and importance of which is so great as to command respect 
and attention by the county board of supervisors and the Los 
Angeles city and county planning commissions. In addition, 
it not only points out to county officials that certain things 
should be done, but it pitches in and helps do them. 


The inspiration of the officers and members of the San 


Gabriel Valley Development association is made possible by 
their perspiration. 


Citrus Leaves: This has been a very dry spring; so dry, 


in fact, that it is very important that soil moisture conditions 
in the groves be watched very closely. So much has been 
said about over-irrigation that there seems to be a growing 
tendency to allow the groves to become very dry. 


Many growers seem to have the idea that the best prac- 


tice is never to allow the moisture content to become high; 
to give half portion irrigations; and to limit the trees to as 
little water as possible to give. 


This is bad practice. The trees must have all the water 


they can and will use. The irrigation should be a real one, 
and" control then effected by not irrigating again until it is 
necessary. 


On the average soil it is very easy to go to the water- 


poverty extreme and allow the groves to become dangerously 
drv.

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ROTARIANS HEAR CONVENTION 


REPORTS AT DINNER MEETING 


An evening when tho ladies of Ro- 


tary househoulds gathered at tho din- 
ner table with Kotarians of tho val- 
ley was held last Friday night at the 
Woman's clubhouse, with Joe Coles, 
newly-chosen president of the Covina 
organization, presiding. 
There wore over seventy-five guests 
at the tables, and a pleasing program 
resulted. Hal Humbert of Ohio, for- 
merly of Fillmore, California, gave 
an informative address in the ethics 
of Rotary, drawing from his exper- 
iences as a speaker before this or- 
ganization at many national gather- 
ings. He also sang two numbers that 
were greatly appreciated, and his 
wife favored the audience with two 
recitations. 


William M. Warren, a delegate 


from Covina Rotary to the recent 
international meeting at Minneapolis, 
gave a quite detailed report of the 
sessions, interspersing 
in format ion 


gathered during the trip concerning 
the conditions found in the middle- 
west and east. 


President Joe Coles, also a dele- 


gate, has filed a report, which is as 
follows: 


By J. D. COLES 


In attempting a general outline of 


the nineteenth annual convention of 
Rotary International at Minneapolis, 
and having the outline confined to a 
short, .space, the report is quite nat- 
urally divided into three principal 
divisions from my viewpoint. The 
principal items that I speak of arc 
the host city, the international as- 
pect of the 'convention, and the pro- 
grams or sessions. 


The people of Minneapolis and her 


twin city, St. Paul, were most gni- 
cious hosts. The convention was tru- 
ly international in that 2000 dele- 
gates from overseas were present, in 
.that the sixth object of Rotary was 
stressed in all sessions, and further 
in that the proposition of exchanging 
employees and students, as between 
the Rotarians in the various coun- 
tries, was received with considerable 
favor. The convention sessions and 
programs were quite enjoyable, due 
perhaps to the fact that the time and 
place of such sessions were so diver- 
sified. 
There were breakfast pro- 


grams for particular groups. The af- 
ternoon sessions were for all dele- 
gates. There were group sessions for 
luncheons, afternoon meetings, and 
dinners, and there were two evening 
sessions of a general nature for all- 
delegates. 


IDEAL SETTING 


Minneapolis is an ideal convention 


city, and of course the success of any 
convention depends a great deal upon 
, its setting. The 'citizens of Minnea- 
polis have a municipal auditorium 
seating over 10,000 and constructed 
at a cost of $3,000,000. It was here 
that the general sessions were held. 


In decorating the city for the occa- 


sion, they used tho flower idea en- 
tirely and it was indeed a great 
sight to see the beautiful flowers in- 
stead of the colored bunting to which 
we have been accustomed for decor- 
ating purposes. They called these 
floral decorations their "hanging 
gardens." They appeared on every 
street lighting fixture and in window 
boxes on the ledges of business of- 
fices. 


The Rotarians of the twin cities, 


together with their friends, provided 
4000 automobiles with drivers for 
the use of the delegates. The taxi- 
cab companies made special rates, 
and the entire transportation prob- 
lem of transporting 12,000 or more 
delegates to and from convention

meeting places, hotels and cafes was 
smoothly carried out. AH of the resi- 
dents of the twin cities apparently 
appointed themselves in the recep- 
tion committee and were helpful to 
delegates at all times. 


The Minneapolis club presented a 


pageant depicting the story of Ro- 
tary; city and state official partici- 
pated in the proceedings. The Min- 
neapolis symphony orchestra and 
University of Minnesota band con- 
tribtued largely to the pleasure of 
the delegates. 
The housing of the 


delegates was sufficiently and satis- 
factorily carried out and the wonder- 
ful relaxation night at Lake Cal- 
houn with boat races, fireworks, etc., 
will leave many pleasant memories 
in the minds of the delegates. 


MANY NEW CLUBS 


Regarding the international devel- 


opment of Rotary, there have been 
314 new clubs received during the 
past year, of which number 70 were 
in Europe, 43 in South America, 188 
in North America, and 13 scattering, 
making a total now of 2909. New 
countries welcomed into Rotary the 


past year included Germany, Bolivia, 
Ecuador, and Paraguay, bringing tho 
total nations represented up to 4'., 


An interesting sidelight on «,tie es- 


tablishment of Rotary in Germany 
is the fact that Dr. Cuno, former 
chancellor of Germany, decided that 
Germany should be represented after 
a contact he had at the Oakland 
(California) club. 


Three now districts were also add- 


ed during the year, being those 'of 
Australia, Czechoslovakia, and Nor- 
way, bringing the number of dis- 
tricts up to 82. The international 
idea was also carried out in the con- 
eert given by the Minneapolis sym- 
phony orchestra in that the composi- 
tions played were 'chosen from the 
composers of the various nations. 
Probably the number best received 
originated in the Australian district 
and was a development of the theme 
of a Maori dance song. Sir Dan God 
frey, president of the Rotary club in 
England, conducted the first number 
in an effective manner: 


PEACE MOVEMENT 


The various addresses at the ses- 


sions developed suggestions for tho 
accomplishment, of the ideal of the 
sixth object of Rotary and to me it 
seemed that the ultimate accomplish- 
ment is to be achieved with the in 
| dividual relationship at home and a 
stimulation of more individual think- 
ing, also beginning at home. In pro 
[noting international good fellowship 
and acquaintance. Rotary Interna- 
tional has been faced with many 
problems to solve and many obsta- 
cles to overcome. To those of us who 
speak the same language, it is a 
rather new thought that Rotary is 
promoting ideas and not language. 


It lias been quite an undertaking 


to establish the aims and objects 
thruont the world, but over 75 per 
cent of the clubs are now operating 
under that plan. Plans and sugges- 
tions worked out in America and 
Knglaml without taking into account 
the historical backgrounds of other 
nations are having to be continually 
revised in substituting ideas for lan- 
guage. The effect of the religious 
development 
of 
various 
nations 


leaves its impress upon the aims and 
objects plans of those countries in 
as many different ways as there are 
countries. 


The finances, dues, etc., in differ- 


ent countries present a problem; for 
instance, in Japan the present yearly 
dues of Rotarians are approximately 
the same in amount as the average 
Japanese yearly wage. 


SCORES CRITICS 


The speakers at the various ses- 


sions of the convention who were 
outstanding included Governor Chris- 
tianson of Minnesota, who did not 
overlook the chance to speak in no 
uncertain terms about the critics in 
Rotary. Vice-Chairman Fish, of the 
finance committee spoke on commun- 
ity service (time and money). Floyd 
A. Allen of General Motors spoke on 
the employer—employe relationship. 
Albert W. Beaven, Rotarian from 
Rochester, New York, was an out- 
standing speaker on community ser-

Beginning the first 
summer with sixteen, the number of 
girls have more than doubled each 
season, and the plan for this sum- 
mer are for two sections. The first 
for girls from nine to thirteen, Au- 
gust 7 to 21. The second for those 
between thirteen and eighteen, the 
dates being August 21 to September 
4. 


No part of the mountains is more 


beautifully located for such a camp 
than is Jenk's lake, twenty-eight 
miles from Redlands, 6500 feet ele- 
vation, nestled among big pines and 
spruce, one of the choicest camping 
spots in all Southern California, and 
what is rather unusual, the place is 
entirely free from poison oak and 
rattlesnakes.
